Claims 24-33, 35-36, 38-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Ohki et al (US 5,708,652, cited by applicant). 

Ohki et al disclose a method for recording and reproducing a magneto-optical recording 
medium which includes a plurality of magnetic layers. The plurality of the magnetic layers are 
irradiated with light beams having wavelengths with different values ( Xi & ^t)
